Mr.  Cliairraan,  Ladies  & Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  ray  Report  for  1970. 

The  report  indicates  that  the  general  health  of  the  District 
remained  satisfactory.  There  were  no  epidemics  - illnesses  have  been 
mainly  those  inseparable  from  advancing  age. 

The  building  of  new  houses  both  by  private  enterprise  and  by 
the  Council  has  continued  at  a satisfactory  pace.  I note  that  over  half 
of  the  new  dwellings  erected  by  the  Council  were  one  bedroomed  bungalows 
specially  designed  for  elderly  people  and  generally  'sited  in  a v;arden 
super'vised  Estate.  This  is  a house  building  policy  which  I heartily 
commend. 

Work  on  improvements  to  older  houses,  in  spite  of  increased 
grants  being  made  available,  has  still  not  been  to  the  extent  that  is 
desirable. 

Improvements  to  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  arrangements  at 
Copplestone  and  Bow  have  still  not  materialised  and  there  seems  little 
hope  of  improvements  to  sewage  arrangements  at  the  smaller  villages  such 
as  Black  Dog  and  Goldridge  being  carried  out  whilst  these  two  large  villages 
have  to  put  up  with  their  existing  very  unsatisfactory  conditions.

GSNEzi/lL  PROyioIONS  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 

(1)  Nursing  Service. 

Care  of  ? 'others  and  Young  Children. 

Tliis  service  is  provided  through  resident  district  nurses  and  health 
visitors  employed  by  Devon  County  Council. 

(2)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  at  the  Department  of  Patholog^r^  Wonford,  Exeter. 

(3)  Tuberculosis  and  liass  Radiojj;raphy. 

There  is  a clinic  at  Iv^'bank,  Exeter. 

A mobile  mass  radiography  unit  visits  the  Market  Street  Car  Park,  Crediton 

(4)  Infectious  Diseases. 

Most  cases  are  nursed  at  home,  but  if  necessary  they  can  be  removed  to 
the  Vilhipton  Isolation  Hospital. 

( 5)  Ambulances. 

There  are  no  ambulances  maintained  in  this  district.  There  is  a depot 
with  ambulances  manned  by  the  Bed  Cross  at  Crediton. 

(6)  Meals  on  Wheels 

There  is  a Meals  on  heels  service  operated  by  the  W.V.S.  Heals  are 

provided  by  the  Devon  County  Council  Kitchen  at  Crediton  and  distributed  by 
members  of  the  W.V.S.  The  service  now  extends  to  most  of  the  District. 

( 7 ) Hea^lth  Education.  Mental  Health  and  Chiropody  Services. 

These  services  are  provided  and  administered  by  Devon  Courty  Council. 

They  continue  to  function  satisfactorily.

SAL^TAig  GIRCUIiSTANCBS  OF  fflE  DISTRICT 


Sewerage 

Tlie  provision  of  new  sewage  disposal  works  and  sewerage  throughout  the 
village  of  Puddington  was  completed^  the  contract  price  being  £l8,66l.7«10.  The 
works  were  soon  producing  a very  satisfactory''  effluent, 

I Modern  post  war  works  are  in  operation  now  at  Chav/1  eigh,  Cheriton  Bishop, 
Cheriton  Pitzpaine,  Eggesford,  Lapford,  llorchard  Bishop,  Newton  St,  Cyres,  Sandford, 
Shobrooke  and  Zeal  Monachorum  as  well  as  Puddington, 

Yeof ord/Copplestone  and  Bow  are  the  last  remaining  large  villages  which 
require  modern  treatment  works.  Mongst  the  smaller  villages,  Wembworthy,  Pou^;^!!! 
Coldridge  and  Black  Dog  have  inadequate  works  and  sewers. 

Water  Supply  - Public 

’Tater  from  the  N.P.IV.B.  mains  is  available  in  all  villages  and  hamlets 
and  to  most  areas  throughout  the  district. 

Complaint  was  hov;ever  received  by  this  Department  from  house  holders  in 
the  Bow  Station  area  that  the  local  private  supplies  were  inadequate. 

Hie  area  was  canvassed  and  it  was  put  to  the  N.D.’'‘.B,  that  a mains  supply 
of  mter  should  be  made  available.  The  Board  made  their  ovm  investigation  and  agreed 
to  extend  the  mains  supply  to  this  area. 

Twenty  two  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  by  the  N.D.V/.B,  officials, 
tv/o  of  which  were  unsatisfactory.  S;?imples  taken  after  remedial  action  proved 
satisfactory. 

One  hundred  and  eleven  nev/  connections  were  made  to  the  i'T.D. 7i/.B.  mains. 

ilains  extensions  were  laid  as  under s- 

Cheriton  Pitzpaine  (for  Bary  Close),  370  yds  of  3"  main, 

Lapford  (P-rospect  Way)  234  yds  of  3"  main. 

Cheriton  Cross  (for  Woodpecker  ’Way)  12  yds  of  2"  main. 

The  4"  main  from  Pordton  Cross  to  Vi/hitestone  was  substantially  completed 
and  now  provides  a mains  supply  to  a number  of  properties  in  the  southern  part  of 
this  district. 

Officials  of  Devon  County  Council  took  7 bacteriological  samples  of 
chlorinated  water  from  the  supply  maintained  by  Bow  Parish  Council.  Pour  of  these 
samples  were  satisfactory. 

Water  Supply  - Private 

9 samples  were  taken  from  private  sources.  Pive  of  the  samples  were 
satisfactory  and  four  were  unsatisfactory. 

In  one  case  the  owner  had  cleansed,  chlorinated  and  protected  his  well 
as  advised  by  this  office.  The  resulting  sample  was  aatisf actory. 

The  four  remaining  sati.sf actory  samples  were  taken  at  the  request  of  the 
owners,  who  were  proposing  to  improve  their  houses. 

The  four  contadnated  samples  were  taken  in  respect  of  proposed  improvements 
at  three  properties.  One  property  has  since  been  connected  to  the  mains,  protective 
works  have  been  carried  out  at  one  property,  and  the  remaining  property  is  void  and 
likely  to  remain  so. 

School  Swimmina’  Pools. 


Pive  schools  in  this  district  have  svdmming  pools.  Eleven  samples  were 
taken  by  the  Devon  County  Council  Saraplinti  Officer.  Ten  samples  were  satisfactory^ 
supervisor^'  visits  are  made  by  Officals  of  Devon  County  Council. 
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Imisance  from  animals 


One  complaint  of  nuisance  from  pigs  kept  in  a shed  adjoining  a cottage 
in  separate  occupation.  '-^he  pig  keeper  was  interviewed  and  agreed  to  put  the  shed 
to  other  use. 

Three  complaints  were  received  of  huisfance  arisihg  from  intensive  farming. 
In  one  case,  droplets  from  a liquid  manure  spra^;-  svstemwere  carried  onto  a cottage 
hy  adverse  \;inds.  The  matter  has  he  .;n  resolved  hy  more  careful  siting  of  the  sprays. 
The  other  two  complaints,  which  concerned  pollution  of  water  courses  v/ere  referred  to 
the  Devon  River  Board.

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Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  1960  and  Tented  GampinA'  Sites 


At  31st  December, 1970  there  were  five  licensed  caravan  sites  in  this  district. 

These  comprised  four  individual  sites  and  a site  for  six  touring  vans. 

Three  other  sites,  each  equipped  with  water  closets  and  mains  water  were  used 
by  toviring  vans  and  tents. 

c. 

This  year  three  new  licen«es  for  single  sites  were  issued. 

Diiring  the  summer  a number  of  sites  are  occupied  by  touring  vans/tents  under 
conditions  which  do  not  require  licensing. 

There  are  also  a number  of  caravans  occupied  during  the  whole  year  under  conditions 
which  do  not  require  a licence | including  a site  at  Shobrooke  with  12  vans  used  by 
personnel -engaged  on  the  now  ’North  Sea’  gas  main. 

Vermin  Control 

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act  1949» 

Warfarin  based  poison  continued  to  be  supplied  free  of  charge  to  domestic 
promises,  and  at  cost  price  for  use  on  business  premises. 

Practical  assistance  was  given  in  throe  cases  of  cluster  fly  infestation. 

The  gardens  of  one  Council  House  were  treated  for  rats  by  the  Councils  manual 

staff. 

A firm  of  professional  pest  contractors  was  engaged  to  deal  with  a cockroach 
infestation  at  a row  of  six  houses. 

The  Council  Sewers  were  test  baited  for  rats.  All  the  60  manholes  which  wore 
investigated  were  found  to  be  rat  free. 

Refuse  Collection 

The  weekly  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  by  contract  continued. 

The  special  service  for  emptying  litter  bins  and  for  cleaning  up  laybys  dirring 
the  summer  months  on  the  holiday  route  and  trunk  road  were  again  implemented. 

Two  tips  are  again  in  use  by  the  Council  and  are  made  available  at  all  times  for 
the  use  of  households  in  the  district.  These  tips  are  at  Sutton  Quarry, Sandford  and 
Perry,  Cheriton  Pitzpaine, 

Civic  Amenities  Act  1967. 

Following  formal  action  from  this  office  the  owners  of  siji  abandoned  cars  arranged 
for  their  removal. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishment  Act. 

One  boarding  kennels  and  one  cattery  were  relicensed.  One  now  establishment  was 
licensed  both  as  a boarding  kennels  and  cattery. 

All  premises  were  visited  during  the  year  and  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Slaughterhouses. 

Slaughterhouse  licenses  for  the  following  premises  were  renewed g- 
Messrs,  F,  Lake  & Son,  Lapford,  (retail  and  wholesale  business), 

Messrs,  D,  Stevens  & Son,  Copplestone,  (wholesale  business). 

During  1970  outline  planning  approval  was  given  for  the  complete  reconstruction 
of  Copplestone  Slaughterhouse,  This  matter  required  considerable  consultation  with 
the  authorities  concerned  (Devon  County  Council,  Devon  River  Authority,  Ministry  of 
Agriculture, Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  Meat  and  Livestock  Commission), 

I consider  this  a preliminary  step  in  the  right  direction.  The  condition  of 
the  Copplestone  premises  has  been  a matter  of  concern  for  some  time  past. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Acts  1958. 

15  licenses  to  slaughter  animals  were  issued. 
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Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Promises  Act  ^962>• 

At  the  end  of  the  year  18  premises  with  a total  of  47  employees  were 
registered.  The  majority  of  the  employees,  of  whom  40  were  females,  are  in 
catering  trades.  Eight  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  this  act,  and  seven 
premises  received  a full  inspection.  No  serious  contraventions  were  noted. 

, One  office  premises  was  removed  from  the  register. 

There  were  no  new  registrations  during  1970©  Since  the  act  came  into 
force  no  accidents  have  been  notified.

The  public  lavatories  at  Checkers  Cheriton  hishopj  again  filled  an  essentia] 
need  throu^out  the  year.  The  use  v/as  p<articularl:ly  heavy  during  the  tourist  season. 

The  proprietor  of  the  Checkers  Filling  Station,  was  again  responsible  for 
the  routine  cleaning,  maintenance  and  surveillance  of  these  conveniences. 

During  the  year  work  started  on 'the  construction  of  new  "toilets  at  Bow, 
on  the  holiday  relief  route  from  Crediton  to  Okehampton. 

These  new  toilets  were  eventually  completed  in  1971.

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Poultry  Inspection

Tliere  is  one  major  poultry  processing  unit  in  this  district.  It  is 
operated  in  connection  with  a poultry  rearing  unit  on  a large  local  farm.  Ihe 
poultry  dealt  with  is  specifically  hred  for  table  purposes,  no  layin^^  birds  are 
dealt  with. 


Birds  are  plucked  on  a modern  line  system,  using  mechanical  eouipment 
and  despatched  ungutted.  liilling  is  normally  restricted  to  two  days  per  week. 

During  the  year  eight  visits  were  made  by  officers  of  this  department. 

It  is  estimated  that  98,000  chickens  average  weight  44"  and  53OOO 
turkeys  average  weight  17  lb.  \7ere  ld.lled  at  the  premises  referred  to  above.  Ttie 
owners  have  advised  that  some  0,5/^  of  the  poultry  killed  was  rejected  for  himan 
consumption, 

I axa  not  aware  of  any  other  premises  where  regular  large  scale 
slaughtering  takes  place. 

Occasional  poultry  slaughtering  does  occur  at  various  agricultural 
premises  througiiout  the  district,  particularly  in  the  Gliristmas  season.  Regular 
inspection  is  not  considered  practical  under  present  conditions. 
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
